How lovely that drive seemed !

nearer to such luppinvss that I grudged noi. 
1 lie distance, but gazi'dwiMi delight at Ulis 
lich coiintiy as we drove by the side of the 
Rhiyenne (iccdsionaliy revealing itself in the 
shimmer of tho moon, now neaiiy at her 
full. Ilow cliaiming was the calm beauty 
of the sceue enlivened by the song of the 
peasant, the rush of tlu: watormill and the 
distant church bells ringing then' eveLing 
Angelus ! The air seemed aauirateil with 
aromatic fragrance from oak, heather, broom 
and fern that boideied the well-kept roads, 
ai:d as wo passed tlie cottage gardens, Hie 
stately fleu>'-dc-tys in full blonm and per- 
lume i em hided me f f the f: Unions tiadilion 
of Ani"U, La Vendee, and Brittany. 


A short pause, the creak of the old lodge 


gales thiown back, ancther stoppage at tlie 
h'ist moat, the rattle over it, one more draw- 
' bridge, with its bolts and chains clanking 
ghostly, a deep-toned bell in tbe old tower 
booming Uuougli the silent air, llie scream 
of tlie startled peacocks from tlie magnolia 
thicket, tho saying of the hounds in the 
kennel, the big boar bound intij^stically 
stretching himself and coming to meet us, a 
pert, white fox terrier rushing from the sta- 
bles in wild delight ni getting the horses 
home and possible at Lhe notion nf supper, 
the old oak door opening studded with nails 
like smoothing irons, lights gleaming and 
the family headed by the venerable mar- 
quise, (period last decade of last century,) 
advancing from under the arch to meet us, 
leaning cm* Ihe arm of her great-grandson, a 
rattle of the steps, one bound, and again I 
form part of the gi on p of those I love so 
well. 
How swiftly and merrily tue days glide 


by ! Even Sundays, usually supposed to 
be somewhat dull, partook here of tlie gen- 
eral happiness. Early mass said in tbe beau- 
tiful liule chapel belonging to the bouse, in 
tbe afternoon vespers an J benediction in 
the parish churi'h bejond tUe river — a visit 
or two—a few friends to dinner, and that 
day was over. 


How 1 loved that chapel, all old oak, save 


the bronze stations anil marble altar, with 
its picture of Noire Daoie du Cliene 
above !

Surely not, for the one light burning in 
front of the altar.told me in. whose presence 


I was. No sound, save the gentle ripple of 
tlie moai against the moss-grown walls and 
an occasional plaintivs cry of the night jiii, 
crossing the river from wood to wood, dis 
tin bed tbe silence of that hour. The lus- 
cious fragrance from tbe thicket of masoo-

iu order to interview the greatest of Eng- 
lish poets, and Mr. Tennyson's orders in 
reference to Ihe admission of visitors are of 
tho strictest kind. 
He has ruoie than 


Wordsworth's horror of tourists, aud is 
equally inaccessible to neighbors. The fact 
is, like other mortal men, he prefers to 
choose his own company, though a letter of 
introduction will always insure the most 
courteous of receptions. 


But Mr. Tennyson can he much more 


than courteous with a sympathetic person ; 
le can be the most charming of compan- 
ions. 
Lounging in a comfortable arm-chair 


and smoking liis pipe — he is a great smoker 
— the Laureate will talk on any and every 
subject, and equally well on all. Though 
lerfectly unaffected, he can not help rcvual- 
ng the poet every now aud then by some 
•cmark which is of almost puzzling origi- 
lality, 
and — must 
one add ! — impracti- 


cability. 


Generally speaking, Mr. Tennyson's views 


are those of a cultivated liberal of the school 
of DroolvF, rather than ol'-Uirmingham. In- 
leed, he is by birth and training something 
of an aristocrat, with a pedigree such as few 
members of the House of Lords could rival. 
rho Teunysons are, pel haps, tho oldest 
"amily in Lincolnshire, which is saying a 
;ood deal.

rather, ho understands and sympathizes 
with the best features of imperialism. lie 
\vasone of the promoters of the Crimean 
war, and readers of "Maud" will remember

Again, when the Times wc.s 


.•oolly proposing, apropos of nothing in 
particular, that we should cut off Canada 
Vom the Empire, it was tho Laureate who 
uttered the most eloquent protest against so 
"dtal a policy. 


In religion, he may be described as a 


Broad Churchman — very broad — but with 
the keenestsense of the beauty of what our 


erinau cousins would call the Christian 


Myllms. Among the dearest of his per- 
sonal friends was Frederick Mautice, who 
sLootl godfather to one of his boys. 


A prapox of friends, I remember to have 


beard an uncomfortable person declare that 
Arthur H^llam was but very slightly known 
o young Tennyson. Tlie allegation is real- 
ly too monstrous a one to believe; for, 
though it is easy to overrate "In Memori- 
am," the woem certainly contains some of 
the finest p'assages iu the language, and one 
would he keenly disappointed to learn that 
t was founded 0:1 the most unsubstantial of 
ictions. 


In literature Mr. Tennyson's lastes are 


far more cuircct than those of many famous 
joets. 
I.'H sincerely loves thegreatmasters, 


SliaUspcare, Milton, Scutt. 
Among Green 


poets one gathers that Homer is his favor- 
ite ; among Human, Lucretius. 
For his 


3i>f in on the latter in Maciniltan he received, 
[ believe, a guinea a line, or some three 
Hundred in all — not a bit too much. 
Albeit, 


Dryden was paid but two hundred and fifty 
pounds for ten thousand lines. 


Of course, he has his literary aveisions. 


Perhaps of living writers the less said ths 
:ietter; but it was certainly unfortunate that 
B.ilwi'r Lytton should have talked of Mr. 
Teiinyson's being pensioiu-d, and that Mr. 
Tennyson should have reloited by calling 
tho author of "Pelham" a "band-box." In 
those days insn were foolish enough to say 
what they meant. 


(Viiuis irritaliile r«!iim. The Laureate's 


.iiitauilliy, however, is generally of the 
•Ight kind— a noble rage, because the right 
thing is not being done or said. He is no 
respcclet ot persons. A lady of very high 
rank, indeed almost She highest, was once 
reading "Locksloy Hall" aloud in the pies- 


ceol'the author, who suddenly jumped 


up and impatiently snatched the book out ot 
ler hind, saying: "That's not the way to 
•ead it." lie then declaimed tlie verses 
iiimself. "i call that shouting it," was the 
lady's comment. 
In other ways the Lau- 


reate assorts his independence of social re- 
straints, and no one dares gainsay him. 


Sometime ago he was staying in a coun- 


try house, when some friends of the host 
railed. Mr. Tennyson .having warned the 
mistress of tlie house not lo introduce him, 


stalled himself iu a huge arm-chair in a 


corner of the room v> ilh his back turned to 
the company, lie was consequently unseen 
by the visitors, and so no great harm would 
have been done; only one of them happen- 
ing to speak euthusiaslically of the scenery, 
and nolably of a certain view in the neigh- 
borhood, a deep voice was heard from be- 
hind the arm-chair, which said (or rather 
growled:) "Yes, it is very fine." However, 
all things are forgiven to genius. 


The curious may be interested to learn 


that the Laureate is something of a otmvi- 
•canl, as indeed a bard should be. 
Perhaps 


it would be more correct to say that be, like 
Macaulay, is an excellent caterer for others, 
though now comparatively indifferent to 
these things himself. The leader who shall 
taste the Laureate's wine will be foitunate 
indeed. I am not refeiring to the official 
"sack" so much as to some marvellous 
Amontillado, the price of whicli 1 am really 
afraid to state to an unbelieving generation. 
Probably no such princely gift was ever 
made since Lord Nelson received (in 1800) 
a dozen bottles of the vintage of 1625. 


Mr. Tennyson is, of course, a power iu 


society, not the less so because, the man (as 
distinguished from the poet) is so little 
heard of. Having nothing to ask for, and 
having declined all favors that tbe crown 
could bestow, he can, with good grace, ask 
soinetliiui: for others, or plead a favorite 
cause. His one intervention, however, in 
the political history of his time was unsuc- 
cessful. 
Though a sincere liberal, in the 


best sense of the word, as above stated, be 
liked Mr. Gladstone's reform bill of 1800 as 
little as some other eminent liberals; to wit, 
the present Duke of Westuiinsler and Mr. 
Lowe. It is understood that both Mr. Ten- 
nyson and Mr. Carlyle spoke most earnestly 
on Ihis question to tbe late chief of the op- 
position, and urged him lo pause before defi- 
nitely commuting the English nation to the 
democratic platform. 
But, as was finely 


observed, poetry and philosophy pleaded iu 
vain at the feet of ambition. 


Alfred Tennyson is so great a name In 


the history of English literature, we have all 
of us derived so much pleasure and (possi- 
bly a few of us) such lofty inspliatlons from 
his muse, that one may be permitted to ob- 
serve, in all good humor, that the poet is not 
iiecessarily always a prophet. For one 
thing, "Mrs. Ijocksley" is alive at tba pres- 
" 


country genlleican. 
"Mrs. Locksley" does 


not weep during Ihe small hours of tho 
night—as far as one can judge from fresh 
and rosy looks in the day-time. Again, one 
must tako the liber;y to observe that a strict 
adherence to tho rules of grammar need not 
liy any means debar a person from writing 
tlia finest English verse. Depoueut Bayslh 
this, because he has been frankly unable, 
after repeated 
efforts, to construe cer- 


tain passages in "CEnoue" and "St. Agnes' 
Eve." 
Possibly Mr. Tennyson would do 


well to study uiore seriously some of the 
great French masters. French critics con- 
temptuously speak of the woiks of most 
modern English poets as "raw meats," and 
undoubdtedly they would often bo better 
for a little careful dressing. The Laureate 
has, 
unfortunately, a prejudice against 


French literature. Every one remembers 
the "poisonous honey stolon from France," 
as applied 
to Mr. Swinburne's verses; 


though, by tbn way, Mr. Swinburne'a re- 
joinder about "home-made treacle" Is not 
so well known as it deserves to be. The 
one French writer Mr. Tennyson loves is 
Victor Hugo; Lamartine he thinks feeble, 
and Bab.ic positively puts him out of tem- 
per. 


In connection with men and 
things 


French, one may be allowed to relate the 
adventures of two distinguished Brilons In 
Ihe good city of Paris. The namo of Iho 
one was Thackeray; that, of the other Ten- 
nyson. They put up :il the same hotel, 
and weie on lerms of intimate personal 
"riendship. One day Tlinckeray went out, 
caving Tennyson in bis sitting-room. Anx- 
ious for the latter's comfort, for it was wiu- 
:er, "uc laisscz pas soiiir le feu," 
quoth 


Thackeray to the servant iu attendance. 
After a two hours' stroll he returned to find 
.he whole holel in commotion. The land- 
lord, looking peremptory notices lo quit, in- 
formed Thackeray that "the madman" was 
growing dangerous, and insisted on being 
etout. He must send tn tho commissary 
of police without further delay. Thackeray 
demanded explanation, and at length un- 
derstood how serio-comic had been tbe con- 
seqnence'of his solecism. "J\*e laiwz pas 
soi-lir /c/on,".was Ihe impression his lan- 
;uace h»(l. coiivejed to the servant. 
If any 


character of Mr. Tennyson's coiffure, and 
'urlher consider llio probably even more po-

A WOMAN LAWYER. 


By Lavlnia Gornlell. 


Perhaps the most successful woman i; 


law — ceitainly the one whoso name has 
come moit prominently before the public as 
a lawyer — is Lavinia Goodell, of Janesville 
Wisconsin; and a slight account at this lime 
of her legal carreer may not fail to ha of in 
terest. Some years ago, when 1 first knew 
Miss Goodell, she was employed in a liter- 
ary way in the office ofllarpeis' Bazar — a 
shrewd, quick-witted girl, fond of luimoi 
studious and argumentative. In peison she 
was of medium height, hut looking tal 
from her slender, elect figure, bine-eyed, 
and with light-brown culling hair. She 
soon after icsigned her position in JJew 
Yolk, and went West at the request of her 
parents, who bad becoini! aged and wanted 
her with them. Lav ma had long had a 
taste foi legal reading, and displayed decided 
talent fur transacting business, and in he 
early girlish days secretly thought that she 
would like to be a lawyer. But at that 
time such a career seemed impossible for 
her, and she gave up the idea almost as soon 
as it had taken shape to no the duty thai 
lay nearest her. 


After joining her parents (she was born 


in New England. 1 think, and her father was 
intimately associated with Garrison in the 
abolition movement) sho was undecided 
what she should do, only, to use her own 
words, "I was quite clear that 1 would not 
•pe.nd my time washing dishes and making 
over my old dresses." Then arose the old 
longing to study law. She had the leisme 
for it, and her father encouraged her in It. 
A lawyer in the town was willing to help 
her, and so she began to study, without, 
however, seeing her way clear to the practice 
of law. 
She continued her reading, become 


more and more aosorbed in it. At the end 
of three years of study she decided to apply 
for admission lo tbe Circuit Court, was ex- 
amined, passed ft brilliant examination, and 
was Admitted. Following this were nnm- 
ereus compliments from members of the 
bar, 
newspaper puffs, and applause all 


around, tine then opened an office and pro- 
ceeded in a perfectly business-like way to 
practice her profession. Her first case was 
a prosecution of liquor-dealers for illegal 
selling in an adjoining county. Tbe dis- 
trict attorney, being a "liquor-man," was 
not considered trustworthy by tbe temper- 
ance woratu who were the real prosecutois 
in the case, and they employed Miss Goodell, 
who won her suit, first in the justice's con it 
and, tbe defendants appealing, the, second 
time in tbe circuit court. This success 
gained her considerable reputation and gave 
ber a good start. Then she had some cri- 
inlnlnal defences and collections resulting 
in suits la wbi«h she bad fair success. But 
a case which 
extended ber reputation 


throughout tbe State and country was one 
involving twelve hundred dollars, in which 
her client was a woman. Tbecaie was 
carried from the. country court lo tbe circuit 
court, and appealed from that to the Sup- 
reme Court, where she won. According to 
the law of Wisconsin, Miss Goodell's admis- 
sion to tbe Circuit Court at tbe outset of 
ber legal career admitted her to all tbe 
courts In tbe Stale but tbe Supreme Court. 
Upon carrying up h«r case and applying for 
admission to tbto, tbe chief-justice (Ryan) 
refused ber on tbe ground of sex. The 
arguments appear in lutaaunce in volume 
xxxix. (I thlni) of Wisconsin Reports— "In 
re Goodell"— to be (bond under the bead of 
"Attorneys." This refusal to admit Miss 


Uoodoll lo practice in tlie Supreme Court 
created much sens.ilion, and waa corarnpntecl 
on by various newspapers in (ho counliy— 
mostly in the hull's lavor. Slie aflciwaid I 
reviewed the cblet'-justic's opinion on lier j 
case in ibe Local News (0'biciif.o,) and un- 
questionably liad thp better of him in the 
argument. She also prepared a bill nnd 
VM'.t it to the Stair Legislatuie, pioviding 
that no person should bo refused admission 
to tho bar on account of sex. A |n-titi<itit 
asking for Us passage was simipil by th') cir- 
cuit judge and every member of the liar In 
the cormtry, In sucli hij;h esteem was Miss | 
Ooodell held by the lawyers of Janesville. i 
The bill passed, although strongly ronipsicil I 
by the Ryan party.

tice that her best-paying clients have been 
women. She has had no reason to cnmpUm 
of opposition from her own sex, and has 
proved, what many another woxian has be- 
fore hur, that the light soil of a woman will 
have tlio sympathy of women, even Iliou;;!) 
they arfl suppust'd to bo so hostile to innova- 
tions from one of their on n mimbrr.—
